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MOZAMBIQUE REPORTED SEEKING SA TRADE AGREEMENT

[Text] A secret mission from iszambique visited Pretoria recently to nego- 
tiate a long-term trade and economic agreement with South Africa. 


The visit which, it is be’ ieved, took pivce in September was kept secret 
by both South Africa and its Marxist neighbor. 


The Department of Foreign Affairs refused this week to discuss the talks. 


Nevertheless, it is believed that the Mozambicans sought a "long-term" cor” 
mitment from South Africa on economic and trade issues. 


Broad Base 


Informed sources claimed this week that the Mozambicans were attempting to 
negotiate a 10-year pact with South Africa. 


"Substantive discussions" had been held, they said. The possible economic 
agreement flowed from South African-Mozambican cooperation in the transport 
field--but was “much broader than that." 


News of the delegation comes hot on the heels of a SUNDAY TIMES report last 
week that representatives of 11 African countries, including Zambia and 
Zaire, held talks in Pretoria recently on the constellation of states. 


The report, which it is believed caused a stir in Western diplomatic and 
political circles, was not denied by the South African Government. 


Questioned at the in*ternwtional Press conference which followed his l-day 
meeting with top Souvch African businessmen in Johannesburg this week, the 
Prime Minister, Mr Botha, refused to be drawn on the meeting. 


He said that when a conference was of a secret nature it would be kept 
secret; when delegates decided that a conference should be public it would 
be made public. 





Asked about South African cooperation with Mozambique, Mr Botha said that 
it was not South Africa's duty to prescribe to a country what form of govern- 
ment it should have. 


Political circles in South Africa this week said that the Mozambique Govern- 
ment's eagerness to conclude an economi= pact with South Africa flowed from 
growing Maputo dissnchantment with the economic aid it has been receiving 
from its Eastern bloc allies who, it is understood, take Mozambican products 
at knockdown prices. 


In sharp contrast, South African Railways has helped tc keep the Mozambique 
transport syscem and Maputo hartor functioning smoothly. 


Dr Kobus Loubser, the general manager of SAR, has played a key role in in- 
sisting that a major pruportion of South Africa's exports continues to be 
exported through Maputo. 
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MOZAMBIQUE, TANZANIA SIGN ECONOMIC AGREEMENT

[Text] Following discussions between banking delegations of the People's 
Republic of Mozambique and the United Republic of Tanzania, Prakash Ratilal 
and Bob N. Mankani, vice governors of the Central Banks of the respective 
countries, yesterday signed two financial cooperation accords aimed at the 
development of commercial relations and improvement of the payments sytem. 


The Tanzanian delegation returned home yesterday. 


Under the terms of these accords, the Central Banks of Mozambique and 
Tanzania will be directly responsible for the implementation of decisions 
made during the last meeting of the Joint Commission for Cooperation 
between the two countries. The commission meets twice a year to evaluate 
the implementation of decisions made in the area of financial cooperation. 


With the signing of these accords, the Central Banks of Mozambique and 
Tanzania will establish direct financial relations, as will the Bank of 
Mozambique and the National Bank of Commerce, also Tanzanian. 


Other actions provided in the area of cooperation include the development 
of exports and the training of banking cadres, as a way to strengthen the 
long-standing relations of friendship between the two peoples and govern- 
ments. 


The discussion leading to the signing of these accords took place as a 
result of the proceedings of the Fifth Session of the Mozambique-Tanzania 
Joint Commission, held in Maputo during the first half of this year. 


During its stay in Mozambique, the Tanzanian banking delegation visited 
some production units in the capital, where it could observe the respective 
production processes. 
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BACKGROUND PROVIDED ON CONTESTED MOZAMBICAN PLANES

[Text] Two light planes belonging to COMAG, which 

left our country illegally in September are currently being held at the 
Pretoria airport, pending a suit in the South African courts aimed at 
their recovery by the Mozambican aviation company. 


The two planes, a Beechcraft B-58 and an Aerocommander 500-S, are part of 
a group of three COMAG planes which were flown out of the country on 

9 September by three pilots who planned to sell them. International in 
scope, this theft directly involved an individual who was a director of 
the airline company at the time. 


The three planes were used for domestic flights. When they did not reach 
their respective destinations on schedule, the Civil seronautics Agency 
immediately alerted aviation officials in neighboring councries, as is 
customary in these cases. With the exception of Rhodesia, with which 
Mozambique does not maintain relations of any kind, all the neighboring 
countries reported that the planes had not landed at any of their airports. 


On 24 September, however, the Mozambican aeronautics gency was advised that 
two planes matching the description given, but with Zairian identification, 
had landed at the Wonderboom airport in Pretoria. Our aviation officials 
requested the immediate grounding of the planes, according to international 
conventions, and the South African aeronautics agency complied, holding the 
planes pending clarification of the case. COMAG initiated legal action to 
recover the planes. 


International Scam 


Then an association appeared on the scene, claiming ownership of the planes 
and demanding their release from the South African aeronautics authorities. 
Indefinite as to nationality and equally vague as to its activity, the conm- 
pany, known as "Alpen Flugzeuchandel Est," is engaged, according to its 
representatives, in the purchase, sale and rental of planes, and is head- 
quartered in Liechtenstein. 








(For less-informed readers, Liechtenstein is a tiny European state, located 
on the upper Rhine between Austria and Switzerland. With a population of 
about 22,000, the country is so small it would just about fit within the 
urban area of the city of Maputo. One of its major sources of income is 
precisely its service as “headquarters™ for "companies" that usually exist 
only on paper and engage in dubious transactions in various parts of the 
world.) 


The company has an office in Kinshasa, capital of the Republic of Zaire. 
According to reports, on 8 September the three planes were registered in 
Zaire as belonging to the company. It should be noted that on that date 
the planes were still in Mozambique. According to its represe:.tatives' 
statements in court, the company “bought" the planes in a transaction that 
took place on 15 September in Salisbury. 


This is hard to understand, when the planes had already been registered a 
week earlier in Kinshasa. Their registration in Zaire was fraudulent and 
absolutely illegal; first, because the planes were stolen and illegally 
removed from Mozambique, where they were legally registered, and, second, 
because the "purchasing company" evidently registered them in Zaire even 
before they were "acquired" in Salisbury, according to its own testimony. 
Here, it is presumed that the company used false documents to register the 
planes and to obtain the Zairian emblem and the certificiate of navigabil- 
ity issued by that African country. 


As we said in the beginning, the theft was orchestrated by one Rolando 
Marques de Almeida Mendes, a pilot who was a COMAG director at that time. 
With the collusion of Joaquim Maria Craveiro and Carlos Bras Verissimo, 

two other pilots who worked for COMAG, he planned a "coup" that could net 
him several thousand contos. 

On 9 September, claiming nonexistent "services," the three pilots and their 
families took off in the three company planes and headed for the border with 
Rhodesia, where one of the planes landed. Having arranged the “coup"™ in 
advance, 6 days later Rolando Mendes "sold" the planes in Salisbury to the 
representatives of the company, which specialized in deals of this kind. 

It is noted that the purchase price was less than half the market value of 
the planes, in itself an indication of the nature of the "deal" and of the 
company itself. 


Another point is that Mendes gave the company a "certificate of sale," in 
which he declared the planes were free of any onus or charges, when in fact 
they are mortgaged to the Bank of Mozambique, which in itself is enough to 
make the sale illegal. 


Trial 


The case came to trial on 30 September in the Supreme Court of South 
Africa, Provincial Division of the Transvaal. COMAG representatives have 














already clearly proved that the planes had been legally registered to that 
company in our country; that they had left Mozambique illegally, without 
authorization and without payment of customs duties (in other words, they 
were stolen); that the thieves had no right to sell them in another country; 
in sum, that this was nothing more than an international swindle. 


The purchasing company is represented at the trial by Douglas Clark and 
Anthony Charles Hubner, two British gentlemen who call themselves “direc- 
tor" and "chief engineer," respectively, of the company. 


Meanwhile, informed sources guarantee that the third stolen plane, a 
turboprop "Aerocommander 690," with the registration C-9-A0l, was seen last 
week in England, and is probably still there. 


As for the two planes held in South Africa, the court is expected to hand 
down a ruling within the next few days, since the case is really quite 
clear. It is noted, in any event, that by international custom any plane 
that, for any reason, is in another country illegally is returned to the 
country of origin. 


More recently, as reported earlier, our country returned a plane to South 
Africa. This was a nlane which had lost its way and landed illegally in 
our country with two South Africans aboard. 


At present, the court is hearing the testimony of both parties. However, 
COMAG has already presented documents proving, without any doubt, that it 
is the rightful owner of the two planes and that their removal from our 
country and sale in Salisbury were completely illegal.

LESOTHO MINISTER IN MOZAMBIQUE--The Lesotho minister of foreign affairs, 
C.D. Molapo, has been in our country since yesterday in order to maintain 
contacts with the Mozambican government. On his arrival at the Mavalane 
international airport in Maputo, the representative of the Lesotho govern- 
ment was greeted by his Mozambican counterpart, Joaquim Alberto Chissano. 
"This visit," C.D. Molapo stated, “is in harmony with the usual conferences 
engaged in between the Mozambican and Lesotho governments." Aliuding to 
the recent Zimbabwe transitional agreement, the Lesotho minister of foreign 
affairs said that "our major concern, for the time being, is the question of 
elections." After stating that South Africa wants to see Muzorewa in power, 
C.D. Malopo declared: "We find that the Patriotic Front has already made 
significant progress." After spending a few days in our country, the 
Lesotho diplomatic head will go on to Luanda where he will consolidate 
contacts with the Angolan authorities.

CAPE VERDE-SENEGAL COOPERATION--Dakar--Senegal and the Republic of Cape 
Verde will establish a payments mechanism to facilitate transfers and re- 
vitalize their trade exchange, an official statement published on 11] October 
said. This decision was confirmed at the beginning of a week's visit paid 
by Osvaldo Miguel Sequeira, Cape Verdian secretary of state for commerce, 
tourism and handicrafts, paid to Senegal. The communique said that the two 
countries will aiso establish regular maritime service, relying on Cape 
Verdian experience, will establish a trade information circuit with a view 
to encouraging contact between their economic agents, and, finally, will 
draft a list of products which can be traded. For the same reasons, Senegal 
and Cape Verde will launch cooperation for the joint building of projects, 
pertaining in particular to the production of hydraulic cement. Sequeira, 
who left Dakar on 11 October, was entertained the preceding evening by 

Abdou Diouf, the Senegalese prime minister, and talked with his Senegalese 
counterpart, Ousmane Seck. He also visited Senegalese industrial enter- 
prises.

COFFEE COMMISSION FINDS OBSTACLES TO INCREASED PRODUCTION

[Text] On 7 and 8 November, the third full meeting of the National ra 
Support (‘commission for the Fourth Coffee Harvest took place in the city 

of Uige wnder the guidance of its coordinator, comrade Manuel Pacavira, 

member of the party's Central Committee and minister of agriculture. 


During the closing session, which took place last Thursday, chaired by 
the provincial commissioner for Kuanza-Norte, comrade Evaristo Kimba, 
member of the party's political bureau, the final conclusions of the 
meeting were read. 


On that occasion the participants also approved two motions, one in 
support of comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president of the MPLA- 
Labor Party, of the People’s Republic of Angola, and commander-in-chief 
of the FAPLA [People's Armed Forces for the Liberation of Angola], and 
another one repudiating racist aggression against the country. 


The final conclusions bring out a review of the werk done by the commis- 
sion supporting the fourth coffee harvest of the pepple, noting that 
obstacles were found which prevented the resumption of full-scale coffee 
production in Angola. 


The red tape existing in some executive 4gencies directly connected with 
coffee production was also condemned energetically and the Political 
Bureau was urged to address itself to the fundamental importance of coffee 
problems and to spell out guidelines so that the management officials, 

who did not accomplish the assignedtasks, may discharge their responsib- 
ility properly. 


The final announcement also stresses the fact that it is becoming neces- 
sary to improve the living conditions of the coffee workers as a point 
of departure in restoring the industry's output. On the other hand it 
was noted that it was necessary to define a form of work for the National 
Commission Supporting the Fourth Coffee Harvest whose term of office is 
ending in May of next year so that the foundations for the preparation 
and support of the fifth harvest may not be laid. 
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The need for reorganizing ENCAFE [National Coffee Company], according to 
the final announcement deserved the special attention of the meeting par- 
ticipants who will submit their own proposals for implementation to the 
Political Bureau and the secretariat of the Central Committee of the MPLA- 
Labor Party. 


It was thus proposed to enlarge the commission by including the Central 
Committee secretary for provincial control and the ministers of foreign 
trade, of finance, and of education. 


Need to Increase Coffee Output 


In taking the floor, comrade Evaristo Kimba emphasized that some difficul- 
ties still exist in the area of coffee harvest problems which prevent an 
increase in the output of this product which is indispensable for the dev- 
elopment of the country's economy. 


The National Support Commission for the fourth coffee harvest, as under- 
scored by that leader, is working energetically but does not always have 
an opportunity to come up with the immediate solutions that can satisfy 
the coffee workers. 


Evaristo Kimba said in this connection that it is necessary for all mem- 
bers of the National Commission to discharge their responsibilities in 
handling this important coffee problem, devoting their full attention to 
the improvement of the social conditions of the workers. 


"It is important," he said, “to resolve at least the problem connected 
with the conditions of the coffee workers so that we may be able on the 
other hand to harvest the fruit of this important product." 


The provincial commissioner for Kuanza-Norte also recalled the need for 
the political and labor union organization of the coffee workers, remark- 
ing that “this will be a primary condition for the improvement of their 
way of life and a possibility for an increase in coffee production. 


Dwelling on some aspects of national life, Evaristo Kimba mentioned the 
need for stubbornly fighting against rumors, intrigues, and other nega- 
tive manifestations which very often do not allow us to concentrate with 
the proper attention on the solution of the fundamental problems existing 
in the country. 


He condemned the galloping hustle of the petty-bourgeoisie which manifests 
itself in the country's existing structures, noting that many problems 
connected with coffee production spring from that negative manifestation 
which he urged everyone to combat- 


In celebrating the fifth anniversary of the proclamation of independence, 
the first one without the phsyical presence of our Dear Comrade President 
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Agostinho Neto, it is a good idea--comrade Evaristo Kimba noted--always 
to keep in mind the teachings of our Immortal Guide and to chart the 
secure prospects for a reliable advance of our revolution.

PETTY BOURGEOISIE NOT HOMOGENEOUS, DISTINCTIONS NEEDED

[Text] Ever since the private ownership of the means of production or- 
iginated, that is to say, the private ownership of land, of working tools 
and traction animals, social classes have been taking shape. 


Among those social classes there exists contradictions which cannot be 
done away with, not even if men are determined to do so, because the 
thing that determines the character of each class is its attitude toward 
the means of production and the production process. 


During the age of capitalism, the main social division existed between 
the bourgeoisie, which owns the factories and the ranches, and the prole- 
tariat which is the class of exploited workers. 


Since the bourgeois exploits the prvletariat there is no form of under- 
standing between those classes. This is why we say that the contradic- 
tion between the bourgeoisie and the proletariat is antagonistic and as 
such only the class struggle, which developed from the political, economic, 
and cultural level, can resolve the issue, eliminating the bourgeoisie as 
a result of the triumph of the proletarian revolution. 


Between the bourgeoisie and the proletariat we have the petty-bourgeoisie 
and, to a certain extent, some sectors of the peasantry. 


The petty-bourgeoisie is a hesitant class which today might ally itself 
with the bourgeoisie just as tomorrow it might join the ranks of the pro- 
letariat. 


Within the petty-bourgeoisie itself there are contradictions becarse some 
of its members are owisers of means of production whereas others daw wages 
in return for the work they do. As.mg the latter we must include the 
intellectuals who represent the most aware group within the petty- 
bourgeoisie, a group capable of understanding the reason behind the class 
struggle and, because of that, also capable of swinging to the side of the 
exploited in the fight against the exploiters. 
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In this way, the petty-bourgeoisie may assume a certain role in the pro- 
letarian revolution, providing it access to the leadership of that revo- 
lution by the elements of the vanguard of the working class constituted 
in the form of a Marxist-Leninist party. 


In Angola we also have had an intensive class struggle ever since coloni- 
zation began tc take effect. 


The unleashing of the armed national liberation struggle was the highest 
expression of that class struggle because the exploited created a nat- 
ional organization capable of mobilizing all anticolonial forces against 
social and colonial exploitation through revolutionary violence. 


Prior to the conquest of national independence, social exploitation was 
aggravated by colonial exploitation, practiced by the Portuguese bour- 
geoisie. 


The national petty~bourgeoisie was also a victim of colonization although 
many of its sectors had allied themselves with the colonialists. This is 
why the national petty-bourgeoisie trusted the MPLA which above all repre- 
sented the interests of the most exploited classes, the proletariat and 


the peasantry. 


However, the conquest of national independence, which marked the defeat 
of the colonial-capitalist bourgeoisie and the immediate assertion of the 
socialist character of the Angolan revolution, produced great division 
within the petty-bourgeoisie and aggravaged the contradictions between 
its reactionary members and the working and peasant classes. This 
happened precisely because the petty-bourgeoisie is a heterogeneous class 
and, as such, not all petty-bourgeois individuals are enemies of social- 
ism or of the transformation of the worker-peasant alliance into the 
leading force of society. 


This is why the working class, constituted in the form of the Marxist- 
Leninist party, must edopt a correct attitude toward the petty-bourgeoisie, 
directing the fight against its reactionary elements while at the same 
time sparing those petty-bourgeois individuals woh are not counter- 
revolutionary, whose outlook it must moreover try to trensform. 


Understanding the process of the class struggle in thie fashion, Angolan 
revolutionaries will not allow the reactionaries to confuse race with 
class which is one way of opportunism aimed at isolating the working 
class from its allies and thus making the triumph of sociaiism difficult.

NEW DAIRY PRODUCTION UNIT INAUGURATED IN KIKUXI

[Excerpts] The desire expressed by President Agostinho e.o to see the 
dairy production unit included in the ambitious Kikuxi Agroindustrial 

Nucleus before this International Year of the Child ends was implemented 
yesterday with a ceremony held after the huge gathering in 1 May Square. 


Comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president of the MPLA-Labor Party and of 
the People's Republic of Angola, was welcomed at this new productio~ center 
by Comrade Manuel Pedro Pakavira, a member of the Central Committee and 
minister of agriculture. Also present were members of the Political Bureau, 
the Cencral Committee, the Luanda Provincial Commission and other bodies, 

as well as the representative of the ambassador of Yugoslavia, che friendly 
country which provided us with the technical aid for the undertaking. 


No Socialism Without Production 


Comrade Manuel Pedro Pakavira, when the applause had ended, gave a short 
extemporaneous address, in which he began by stressing the great advances 
which have been made at the Kikuxi Agroindustrial Nucleus, an autonomously 
administered productive unit the basic goal of which is to supplw the capital. 
According to the plans, it will have nine cow barns with a total oi 5,250 
milk cows, expected to produce a daily yield of 50,000 liters of milk; a 
complex of 3 pigsties, accomodating 1,500 swine, which will supply about 
1,200 tons of pork per year; an irrigated area of 5,400 hectares, of which 
2,000 will be used for fruit, vegetcble and grain crops, among cther things, 
with an expected total production of 27,352 tons, part of which will go to 

a completed food processing plant with a production capacity of 12,500,000 
meals per year; while the rest of the irrigated area will be used for the 
production of fodder. 


The nucleus will alse include a cadre training center accomodating 100 
boarding students and a housing center for 7,000 persons. 


The speaker then said that the Ministry of Agriculture is engaged in an 
extensive program to recover other dairy units, such as the Central Luanda 
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Dairy (former ELA) to which the production surplus (40,000 liters) from 
Kikuxi and Huambo will be sent. It will be operational during the first half 
of next year. He added that plans call for importing 5,000 cows by 1981, of 
which 300 are already in the country. 


The minister of agriculture noted the example set for all workers in the 
livestock sector, “where there are some who think that independence means 
ceasing to work," by the workers 2t the nucleus and the Yugoslav friends 
supporting them, "They are exemplary. We must increase production, for 
without production tere is no svcialism." 


The Right to Food

NETHERLANDS INCREASES FOOD AID TO GUINEA-BISSAU 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 17 Oct 79 pp 1, 8 


[Excerpts] The Dutch government has decided to allocate urgent food aid in 
the amount of 2.5 million florins (equivalent to thie price of 4,000 tons of 
grain) to Guinea-Bissau and to grant additional aid to the balance of pay- 
ments of Guinea-Bissau in the amount of 10 million florins. The total aid 
being offered exceeds 200,000 Guinea-Bissau contos. 


These decisions were announced during recent talks between a Dutch delegation 
headed by Mr Dik D. R. Jans, coordinator for West Africa at the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, and a delegation representing our country headed by Comrade 
Vasco Cabral, commissioner of economic coordination and planning. 


The two delegations, the communique signed by the two parties said, noted 
with satisfaction that the program of cooperation between the Netherlands 
and our country is developing well, making it possible to strengthen the 

bonds of friendship between the two countries. 


Two decisions of importance for the future were produced by the negotiations. 
First, the Dutch government will only consider proposals submitted to it 
through the Economic Coordination and Planning Commission and which have its 
approval. Secondly, respect for the project budget was agreed upon, in 
principle, in order to avoid future requests for additional aid to complete 
the projects approved and financed by the Netherlands. 


As to the food assistance required because of the poor farm year, it will go 
entirely for the purchase of 4,000 tons of grain, half of which should reach 
Guinea-Bissau this coming January. 


The 10 million florins (170,000 contos) subsidy is designed to alleviate 
balance of payment difficulties. It will be used over a period of 2 to 3 
years and will be allocated on a priority basis to the economic sectors showing 
Signs of strangulation.

[Text] "Our visit to Korea and Bulgaria serv:d to consolidate old relations 
and to create a potential for our people to utilize valuable experience 
from countries which began as we did, to make use of these triumphs to help 
us in our efforts to achieve economic development in our country,” President 
Luiz Cabral said on his arrival in Bissau, in an assessment of the official 
visits he paid to these friendly countries. 


Luiz Cabral stressed that in his meetings with Korean leader Kim I] Sung, 
the talks focused on aspects of the development of our bilateral cooperation 
and current international problems. On this basis, a friendship and co- 
operation treaty and a cultural, technical and scientific agreement were 
signed. "Seeing our interest in developing agriculture in order to achieve 
our goal of self-sufficiency in food, the Korean government will provide us 
with aid in the rice production sector. 


"We are enthusiastic about the achievements of the Korean people under the 
leadership of the Labor Party. We believe that it provides an example of 
what can be done when a people are mobilized and rely on themselves, putting 
all their work capacity in the service of the development of their country." 


This friendship treaty will be effective for 20 years and can then be 
renewed for 10-year periods.

MILITARY REGULATIONS, COMPULSORY SERVICE DISCUSSED

Armed Forces] Julio de Carvalho, member of the CSL [Supreme Struggle 
Committee] of the PAIGC, and third deputy commander of the general staff of

[Excerpts] The 16th day of November is celebrated as the anniversary of 
the founding of the People's Revolutionary Armed Forces, one year after the 
launching of the armed national liberation struggle. In connection with 
the current 15th anniversary of the founding of the FARP, NO PINTCHA inter- 
viewed Comrade Julio de Carvalho of the CSL of the PAIGC, who is third 
deputy commander of the general staff of the FARP. In this interview, the 
political commissioner of the FARP discusses the possibility that military 
service will become compulsory next year. 


NO PINTCHA: In the course of 15 years of existence, the FARP have never had 
ranks nor regalia. What do you think of the change which has been made? 


Julio de Carvalh«: Since the establishment of our FARP, we havc “ever had 
this ceremony of awarding insignia, but as the comrades well know, this 
decision has now been =ade by the leadership of our party. Moreover, we 
believe that we will implement this party directive very soon. 


The need for ranks in the armed forces at the present time is becoming in- 
creasingly obvious, in order better to stabilize their operation, 


Naturally, the type of struggle we waged, which defined the kind of armed 
forces we needed, did not necessarily require the existence of military ranks. 
But this type of struggle, as we know, was political-military. From the 
strictly military point of view, although it is difficult for us to speak 

of the combative traditions of our armed forces from an exclusively military 
viewpoint, we had no difficulty in directing our troops without having ranks 
during the armed struggle. 





After the armed struggle, as the comrades know, our main task became the 
defense of our territory and guaranteeing the achievements of our party in 
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this phase of national reconstruction. But we feel an ever-increasing need 
to give our armed forces a modern structure. And we find ourselves in a 
period of peace in which our task is to prepare the armed forces to be able 
to carry out these tasks, It is obvious that the problem of ranks is be- 
coming ever more urgent. 


NO PINTCHA: What is the role of the FARP at the present stage of national 
reconstruction? 


Julio de Carvalho: In this new phase, the basic task of our armed forces 

is to guarantee territorial integrity. Therefore, in our maritime area and 
within our land frontiers, we must first of all, naturally, maintain, 
educate and train our armed forces as the insuperable bulwark we want to be 
in the defense of all that our people are producing in this new stage, along 
the path to progress and happiness. 


These are the basic tasks and, naturally, our constant concern, and everything 
which supports this vast task of ours in rebuilding the country. In other 
words beyond defense, the active participation of the armed forces in 
national reconstruction is our concern. 


NO PINTCHA: Many of the military comrades who have been demobilized were 
sent to farm cooperatives. How are these cooperatives developing? 


Julio de Carvalho: Before the establishment of the Commission for Combatauts 
for the Freedom of the Fatherland, we launched the cooperatives. We cannot 
tel! you at this moment about the exact situation of the cooperatives. But 
we know that they are continuing. We frequently help to resolve the problems 
which develop in their operation, together with the comrades on the commission, 
and we think that this is an experiment we should continue. We know it is 
not easy to set up a cooperative, because it is an enterprise. And if we 
note all of the difficulties our state has encountered in setting up the 
enterprises designed and planned, and all the requirements for setting up 

and ensuring the profitable operation of these enterprises, we will see that 
each cooperative represents a battle in the field of economic development. 


Compulsory Military Service 
NO PINTCHA: When will military service become compulsory in Guinea-Bissau? 


Julio de Carvalho: Compulsory military service is a vital need for our armed 
forces, to the extent, as the comrades will readily understand, that we are 
no longer young, if indeed we jistinguish two basic bodies in our armed 
forces. The officers' corps of the armed forces will continue to direct 

them, to the extent of its physical limitations, and the body of lower-ranking 
personnel, the soldiers and section commanders, basically. Naturally there 
are individuals in the officers’ corps whose demobilization is necessary, 
above all for reasons of health or, in other cases, for family reasons. But 
these are isolated cases, 
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Our great concern at this moment is the demobilization of the body of 
seldiers and section commanders. For the vast majority of them are com ades 
who bore all of the weight of the struggle, first of all, and thus from the 
point of view of health and physical resistance they are no longer young men 
who can meet every requirement and absorb all the Ddlows in army service, in 
this new stage of establishing the regular army. Nor is it possible to con- 
tinue to require these comrades what is asked of a young soldier, without 
major family responsibilities. We may have other requirements so that a 
young man will do his military service at 17 or 18, when he aormally has no 
family responsibilities and is totally at the disposal of the armed forces. 
Now we know that the comrades who waged the struggle are of our age, comrades 
in the 30s and 40s. The majority of them are comrades who now have family 
responsibilities, and also from the material point of view they need 
Stability, and the need now exists to demobilize them. It is this necessity 
which leads us to think seriously of the probability that in 1980, next 
year, we will inaugurate compulsory military service.

CENTRAL Bank Governor Duncan Ndegwa said yester- 
day that Kenya’s foreign exchange reserves, which 
amounted to Sh. 2,100 million last December, had now 
reached a record level of Sh. 4,700 million. : 

He told a huge crowd of jubilant members of the 
Kenya National Chamber of Commerce and Industry at 
a luncheon that, even after deducting overseas loan 
drawings. including the Euro-currency facility, the 
balance of payments would attain a surplus in excess of 
Sh. 500 million. , , 

Mr. Ndegwa’s address came 24 hours after the 
announcement by Vice-President and Finance Minister 
Mwai Kibaki to relax import restrictions. Mr. Ndegwa 
said because of the improved foreign exchange reserves, 
the bank was releasing to the public today Sh. 300 
million out of the present Sh. 600 million it has been 

holding. 








The governor said it was clear

TRADERS ENGAGED IN RICE HOARDING MUST BE IDENTIFIED

DESPITE assurances by the Maize and 
Produce Board that there is plenty of rice in 
the country, it is still very difficult for 
wananchi to buy it from retailers who seem 
always to be complaining of a shortage.

and the board may not be the party to blame. 
Last week it released a full list of Nairobi 
outlets which are supplied with rice from 
Mondays to Fridays it appears that some 
traders are —a- shortage by hoarding 
rice so they can make a few more shillings by 
— through the back door. 

list of businesses supplied with rice 
by the board includes many which are hardly 
ever able to sell their retail customers any rice. 
Wananchi, therefore, are entitled to ask where 
those traders sell their rice. They either sell to 
the public what t receive or explain we | 
they cannot do so. Obtaining rice — thoug 
some traders have well established 
black market prices ranging from: '/- to 300/- 
per 20 kg bag against the official pric: of 112/- 
— is a difficult feat for Nairobi housewives, yet 
of 1,100 bags a week. This may not be enoug 
for the increasing population, but all the same 
steps should be taken by the Government to 
make sure what rice is available is dis- 
tributed equitably to all consumers. 

At present only a few people who are able 
to pay inflated prices can get any rice at all. 

It is gratifying to note that the board is 
taking steps to increase rice supplies to traders 
between now and Christmas, but even this will 
be fruitless if the traders are not made to sell

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all the rice they receive to the public at the 
controlled price. The board's general manager, 
Mr. Bill Martin, says there are plans to double 
the present number of agents in Nairobi, and 
introduce a rotational system for the capital, 
under which distributors will get supplies in 
alternative weeks. Whether the new system 
will help the ordi wananchi get some rice 
remains to be seen. No new system will end the 
present artificial shortage unless something is 
done to identify traders engaged in black- 
marketing and hoarding. 

This can hardly be done without thorough 
investigations by the board to find out whether 
its agents do in fact sell the rice they receive in 
the manner in which they ar: expected to. It is 
unfortunate that the board does not have the 
resources, again according to Mr. Martin, to 
check on all its agents after the rice leaves its 
stores. The racket will never be stopped 
without such checks; perhaps the board should 
seek the assistance of the CID. 

Mr. Martin warns that any agent tound 
hoarding rice or selling it on the black market 
will automatically be struck off the board's list 
of agents. Wananchi have heard that story 
before! How can the board expect to catch the 
culprits if Mr. Martin admits openly that he 
does not have the resources to conduct the 
necessary checks? Even after the board last 
week released the list of Nairobi agents many 
of them contacted by the NATION yesterday 
claimed to have no rice. Someone is not telling 
= truth, and it looks as if the traders are to 

name. 

With the publication by the board of the 
names of agents receiving regular supplies of 
rice, some light is beginning to appear,as far as 
the consumer is concerned, at the end of the 
tunnel. One wonders how many of these 
accredited agents are in fact accessible to the 
public. How many of them do not have any 
retail premises? How many are fronts for other 
activities? The answers should be interesting.

GUERRILLA LEADER DESCRIBES MEETING WITH SMITH 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese No 474, 11 Nov 79 pp 28-33 


[Interview with Tongogara, commander of the guerrilla forces in Zimbabwe, 
in London, by Alves Gomes; date not given] 


[Text] Tongogara, commander of the guerrilla forces in Zimbabwe, granted 
an interview to Mozambique news correspondent Alves Gomes, in London. In 
this interview, granted exclusively to TEMPO, Tongogara tells us about some 
aspects of his life, denounces the speculation by capitalist news agencies 
about talks he is said to have had with Smith during the conference, and 
assesses the military situation in Zimbabwe. 


Alves Gomes: A report has been circulated here at this conference about 
your meeting with Smith. How did such a meeting come about? 


Tongogara: I met with Smith as a participant in the talks being held at 
Lancaster House. It happened by chance that he approached as I did, and as 
he greeted me I also greeted him. I then proceeded to ask about his aged 
mother, whom I knew when I was a child in Seluque, where they had a shop. 
Seluque is my birthplace. We then talked about the conference and Smith 
told me that he was surprised to have met me, which he had never thought 
possible. He then began to talk to me about Seluque, which has now become 
a prosperous part of the country, where there is much cattle and mineral 
exploitation is flourishing. But he had just begun to describe it when he 
also said something controversial, commenting that Seluque produces good 
politicians, since we both come from there. 


Alves Gomes: Do you believe that this was a meeting of friends or enemies? 


Tongogara: No, in no way do I regard it as a meeting of friends. My 
interpretation would even be enemies. He came as prime minister, as com- 
mander in chief of the Rhodesian forces, the forces against which we have 
been fighting and against which we are fighting right now. Thus I do not 
think it proper to regard the meeting with Smith as a meeting of friends, but 
rather a meeting of enemies, enemies who happened to be at Lancaster House 

to discuss peace. 
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Alves Gomes: How did you become a guerrilla fighter? 


Tongogara: Oh, that is something which will have to be discussed when we 
have more tim: because it is a long story. However, to be brief I would 
rather say that it was a tribute I paid to the late Benjamim Bulombo, the 
first outstanding nationalist who happened to come from the same area as l. 
As an old man, he talked to us of politics every time he returned to the 
reservation where I lived. He talked to us about the reasons for the need 
to change the system of power in Zimbabwe. 


Alves Gomes: What age were you at the time? 


Tongogara: I was very small then. In the fifties I was really very young, 
around 8 or 10. 


Alves Gomes: Did you go into military life in the Youth League? 


Tongogara: Yes. Not full-time, but as a student. You know, those who knew 
how to read ac that time... 


Alves Gomes: Where? 


Tongogara: In Zimbabwe, obviously, in the Seluque district. I was finishing 
my primary schooling when the Youth League was founded with the young people 
who knew how to read and write. Think about the situation then: after 

what Bulombo said, there was the Youth League. We were able to establish it 
and whenever we engaged in discussions, our speeches concerning the operation 
were truly radical. The leaders and authorities at the schools never liked 
this, even when I finished my secondary schooling later. 





Alves Gomes: Did you perhaps learn something from Chikerema and Nyandoro? 


Tongogara: Yes, I want to be honest. At that time, although I knew that 
they had become reactionaries or traitors, I must say that in any case I 
respected them at that time as true sons of Zimbabwe, determined to change 
the systen. 


Alves Gomes: What does the land represent for you as a guerrilla fighter? 


Tongogara: Well, let me say first that I acquired much of my political 
education with my parents. When I was little I often heard my parents talk 
about the lack of land. Whenever they received a little plot of land they 
complained: "It is sterile land, infertile land." The greater part of the 
good land was given to the white settlers, Thus to me the land means some- 
thing from my childhood. It is very important, because even when we launched 
the armed struggle we took a scientific survey among the masses to see what 

the main national demands were and land was the dominant thing which emerged. 
All those who engaged in the armed struggle did so on the basis cf a revolution 
involving the problem of unequa’ distribution of the land. 











Alves Gomes: But we were talking of how you became a guerrilla fighter. 


Tongogara: While still a young man, at 20, I was district secretary of the 
ZAPU, then in Zambia. I was therefore in charge of a large province, in 
which we had more than 700,000 people from Zimbabwe. In 1953, when we 

decided to change our form of action in the Zimbabwe political conflict and 
we formed the ZANU, I became again first secretary of the ZANU in Zambia in 
1963, and it was my task to carry out military training in such a way as to 
establish conditions for implementing the concept of direct confrontation, 
which meant in brief actually clashing with the enemy in the jungle. In 1965, 
then, I left Zambia for Tanzania to take my military training. And I took my 
training in Tanzania, which lasted 9 months. 


Aives Gomes: Where? 

Tongogara: In Tumbi, in Chunya. 
Alves Gomes: This happened in 1966? 
Tongogara: Yes, in 1966. 


Alves Gomes: When did you return to Zimbabwe for the first time as a guerrilla 
fighter? 


Tongogara: I went to Tanzania in October of 1966. From there I went to 
Zambia, where the party leadership was. There I was appointed commander of 
the ZANLA forces, in charge of military information (intelligence) and re- 
connaissance. Therefore, from that time on, I had a very difficult 
assignment which meant that I shovid not remain in Lusaka. Thus I was sent 
to zones where it was planned to focus the launching of the armed struggle. 

I went there and made a detailed survey. Next I was sent to the northern 
province of Snoi Akaroi Binga, where I concentrated my efforts because it was 
there that our points of entry into the country were located. Thus it was 
there that we planned to establish the points of penetration from Zambia into 
Zimbabwe. Thus I spent the greater part of my time along the frontier and in 
Zimbabwe. This was between November 1966 and March 1967. 


Alves Gomes: And when was your first encounter with the enemy? 
Tongogara: In 1967. 
Alves Gomes: Can you describe it? 


Tongogara: Indeed I can. What happened in fact was that after satisfying 
myself that my comrades had entered the country, for there were natural 
barriers--the Zambeze River--and we had had to use canoes for transport, and 
whenever a group of comrades had to cross I went with them, since I knew all 
the entry points to the zones where they were going to function. I took 
them from Zambia to the points where they would function and then left them 
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with instructions and explanations about the situation in the area. Therefore 
one of my first encounters with the enemy occurred near Binga, in the northern 
part of Zimbabwe. Immediately after crossing the river by nig‘t at about 

2130 hours, we began to advance along the 15-mile distance into he interior, 
without realizing that the enemy was tracking us, because we had becn there 
for reconnaissance the preceding week. Thus the enemy was able to arrange 

an ambush and we fell into it. 


The first 5 minutes were terrible. I couldn't even understand what was 
happening, nor did I know how I dropped to the ground and took cover. I 
simply found myself lying there, and even thought I had been shot. But later 
I found I hadn't even the smallest scratch. We were under fire for about 

10 to 15 minutes and then we managed to open fire on the enemy and to continue 
along our route. That was my first battle. 


Alves Gomes: And the last? 


Tongogara: Well, the last was just this year, on 17 March. I will never 
forget that one, because I sustained several wounds. It was on the morning 
of that day at about 0815 hours. I was listening to the BBC news. I always 
get up at 0400 or 0500 hours and listen to the BBC wntil 0800 hours. Thus 
at about 0815 hours I heard some unusual noise, ana then I realized that the 
enemy was coming. We were very accustomed to this. And so we took up our 
battle positions and began to fire. We were beseiged from 0815 hours until 
1430 hours. 


Alves Gomes: And what was the result of that encounter? 


Tongogara: You see the result in that I am here. This shows that it was a 
success for us, otherwise I certainly would not be here. In fact I must say 
that the enemy suffered heavy losses. There were about 12 planes and from 
what I could learn about half of them were downed there. 


Alves Gomes: What is the military situation inside the country at present? 


Tongogara: Well, on our side we regard the internal situation as excellent. 
We have made much progress. We succeeded in carrying out our program for 
1979, reaching all of the areas where we have always intended to operate. 

The majority of the objectives included in our program were achieved. And 
the most important factor was that we named 1979 the "Year of Popular Revolt." 
In other words, the Central Committee decided that 1979 would be the year in 
which the whole bit of land should be liberated at all costs, so that we can 
win control of any zone of the country we think we should control. But there 
has also been an effort to change the war, to transform the military army 
into a people's army turning the task of struggle over to the people. In 
this we have been successful, 


Alves Gomes: Can you give me an example of your recent operations? 














Tongogara: The last important one was Umtali. Not to overlook the oil tanks 
in Salisbury and Fort Victoria, the Plum Tree railroad line, the line from 
Gwelo, in Bulawaio and Gatoma, as well as a series of economic targets in 

the interior of the country. 


| cannot tell you the exact number of bridges in Arras, but there was a 
significant number, as well as a series of enemy camps in the Boeira, Barwin 
and Fort Victoria zones. 


Alves Gomes: What is the significance of the London conference to you? 


Tongogara: We regard London as our second front. What I mean by second 
front is that we have a domestic front, that of physical confrontation, and 
then we have a front in London we call the peaceful front. On the domestic 
front we always wear our uniforms when we go to fight, with our knapsacks, 
weapons and the rest. But here in London we put on suits and ties and go to 
talk. Thus it is a peaceful front. 


But the fact is that this conference is the result of what is happening on 
the domestic front. What we are discussing here must reflect what is happening 
on the front. 


Alves Gomes: However the British say that you did not come here as winners of 
the war. What is your view? 


Tongogara: Yes, you know, the British could never say that we came as 

winners of the war. I think that they know precisely that we are the winners, 
because I can conclude this from the fact that when the Rhodesians issued 

the UDI [Unilateral Declaration of Independence} in 1965, the Englishman 
Wilson said that they would not send troops but if the situation within 
Zimbabwe deteriorated and there was need for British intervention, they 

would take action. What is happening here at Lancaster House is that the 
British want to intervene now. They plan to send their authority. They want 
to seize power because something is going wrong. It is the war which has 

made them think like this. But we are losing nothing. We are making progress 
every minute within Zimbabwe. I can assure you that if we had remained in the 
jungle and said "We will continue," "Forget London," even so we would triumph. 
We look at the situation in Zimbabwe in this way. If the Lancaster House talks 
succeed in producing peace, independence for the people of Zimbabwe, then this 
will be precisely the reason for which we are fighting in the jungle. 


Alves Gomes: Have there been many deserters from the Rhodesian army to your 
forces? 


Tongogara: I cannot give you a figure. But this happens almost every day. 


This year hundreds of Rhodesian soldiers refused to go to the fronts to fight 
against us. They are in prison in Zimbabwe.

It employed massive State intervention 
to advance the economic interests of Afri- 
kaners vis-a-vis the more affluent English 
business class. ani guaranteed security to 
the wi te workers through job reservation 
and th. whole elaborate machinery of the 
industrial colour bar 

Through apartheid legisiation it endea- 
voured to keep black labour on an unskilled 


and migratory basis. which was adequate 
for the needs of mining and agriculture, 
and which would prevent it from becoming 
either an economic or a political threat to 
the Afrikaner 

But this was not adequate for the needs 
of commerce and industry. which require a 
Skilled and stable labour force. Therefore 
as these sectors gained ground. and as the 
Afrikaners moved to the cities and became 
more and more involved in commerce and 
industry. there was a critical shift in the 
balance of self-interest 

The increasingly influential bourgeois 
class of Afrikaners began chafing against 
apartheid laws which prevented blacks 
from acquiring skills which were badly 
needed as white labour became scarcer. _ 

Meanwhile. coinciding with this. there 
was another important change on the po- 
litical front — with the Government finally 
having to face up to the failure of separate 
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develupment as a solution to the great 
Atrkaner dilernma 

This dilemma, in a nutshell. us the Afri- 
kaner's desire to remain master of his own 
destiny in a country where he is heavily 
outnumbered by blacks 

Separate development was supposed to 
provide the answer by siphoning the blacks 
off w the peripheral homelands. so that 
Afrikaner Nationalism could continue to 
control “white South Africa without re- 
course to naked baasskap 

It was a patently impracticable scheme 
from the outset, but for years the Govern- 
ment clung to the fantasy that the black 
influx into ‘white’ South Africa could be 
reversed as the homelands were developed. 
1978 was supposed to be the year in which 
the tide would turn 


Well, 1978 carne and went and the black 


Now the point has been reached where 
the hard truth can no longer be avoided. 
Separate development has failed — and 
another solution must be sought for the 
Afrikaner's dilemma 

The choice is plain enough if the Afri- 
kaner can't eliminate the monopoly around 
him, he must try to strengthen his minority 
position In other words he must seek allies 
among the other groups. 

This Mr Botha is trying to do — and the 
means he is using is the free enterprise 
svstem 


To begin with he is making a strong 
appeal to the English business community 
by committing the Government to a free 
market ideology This is music to the ears 
of people who have long resented the Na- 
tionalist Government's high degree of State 
intervention in, and contro! of, the econo- 
my 


At the same time, by drawing on the 
expertise in this community, Mr Botha is 
giving a heady sense of participation in 
political power to people who have been 
“outsiders” for a very long time 

Next comes an attempt to win over the 
top third of the black community — entic- 
ing them, too, with the plums of participa- 
tion in the free enterprise system. together 
with a measure of self-governmen’ up to 
municipal level 

Hence the sudden recognition of the per- 
manence of the urban blacks, the plans to 
build houses and improve the quality of life 
in the urban townships. the lifting of the 
barriers on blacks acquiring skills and 
becoming entrepreneurs 

Through Wiehahn and Riekert, it is all 
clearly an attempt to create a stable black 
urban middle class — to the exclusion of 
migrants and homeland peasants 

On the one hand this will meet the 
requirements of manufacturing and indus- 
try. so boosting growth and pleasing the 
influential new Afrikaner bourgeoisie — as 
weil as the English business community 
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hand it will build for the 
Afrikaner an alliance of interests with a 


siaught’’. It's economic and military 
strength is also meant to be the mainspring 
of Mr Botha’s attempts to create a South- 
ern African constellation of states. 


It is a bold vision. But it is also a risky 
one, because in going for it Mr Botha is 
literally changing the nature of his party. 
He is. as Dr Giliomee says. turning the 
National Party into a specifically bourgeois 
party — whereas traditionally it has been a 
coalition of all class elements within the 
Afrikaner community. 


For the great majority of Afrikaners 
who are now part of the middie class 
anyway, this poses no particular problems

The question of what kind ot in- 
tervention is contemplated. howev- 
er. remains unanswered. Clearly. a 
quick humanitarian operation to 
rescue refugees is cme thing: an 
attempt to manipulate events or to 
install a desired gevernment in 
Salisbury is someth'ng else. And the 
use of force to trv to stabilise the 
situation in effect by occupying 
the country — wou!d be no less than 
madness. 


South West Africa also comes 
into the equation. The apparent re- 
versal of Mr Vorsters policy of 
disengaging trom Khodesia has 
been accompanied by an apparent

This is a delicate matter. in 
which only the direct participants 
can really tell which postures are

ment or its scepticism. 

But neither disillusionment nor 
scepticism is public policy. and

That. we do believe, is the Gov- 
ernment’s policy. for it has said so 
But it is difficult to reconcile that 
policy with. for example. the new 
scheme to resettle farmers in the 
north. Since most of those farmers 
will necessarilv be white. and will 
therefore increase South Africa's 
emotional stake in the territurv. 
this seems analagous to nailing 
ones own foot to the floor while 
protesting a desire to leave the 
room. 


In the absence of further explana- 
tion. speculation about the Govern- 
ments intentions must inevitably 
centre on the constellation of 
states. the idea which coincided. if 
it did not precipitate. the apparent 
hardening of posture towards South 
West Africa and Rhodesia. That in 
turn suggests the uncomfortable 
thought that in the Government's 
view the constellation of states re- 
quires co-operative governments in 
these two key territories 

If so. it needs to be said very 
loudlv indeed that anv policy which 
depends for its viability on the na- 
ture of the governments in foreign 
states is a bad policy. The Govern- 
ment has a duty now to explain.

MULDER'S GOAL 20 PARLIAMENT SEATS

[Text] Dr Connie Mulder's National Conservative Party, formed this month, 
intends to contest at least 20 seats in the next general election--enough 
to make it the official opposition. 


The former Minister of Information said in an interview this week that the 
NCP was acting on the basis that a general election would be called for 
next year. 


The NCP was officially founded on the same day that the present Opposition, 
the Progressive Federal Party, won its 18th seat in the Edenvale by-elec- 
tion, where money and organization helped achieve victory. 


"We are not a rich party. We do not think we ever will be," Dr Mulder 
said. 


The party was financed “from the grassroots” by former National Party mem- 
bers who had followed the former Transvaal NP leader. 


Dr Mulder said his support came from the Transvaal, Free State, Natal and 
the Cape, in that order. 


He attributed the Cape's position at the bottom of the list, to the fact 
that it was in the orbit of the present NP leadership, under Cape NP leader 
Mr P. W. Botha, the Prime Minister. 


Dr Mulder said there was no question of help coming from Dr Eschel Rhoodie, 
the former Secretary for Information. "He has no finances himself," Dr 
Mulder said. 


He added that he had no contact with Dr Rhoodie, other than visiting him 
in court and testifying on his behalf “because I believe in the truth.” 


Dr Mulder stressed that he had no truck with the Herstigte Nasionale Party, 
and he regarded its views as extreme. 








lie predicted a new alignment of South African politics, reading from left: 
the PFP, the NP, the NCP and the HNP. 


Dr Mulder also predicted the New Republic Party would align with the NP, 
as would some PFP members. 


The struggle for power would be between the NCP, which would attract sup- 
port from the NP and HNP, on the one hand and what was left of the NP on 
the other, he predicted. There would be no room for the extreme left (the 
PFP) or the extreme right (the HNP). 


Dr Mulder said his party was filling the vacuum "right-of-center"™ vacated 
by the NP last year when the new leadership took over. 


He referred carefully to the “new leadership" and not to Mr P. W. Botha, 
“as 1 do not wish to bring in personalities.” 


Without much finance, the NCP cannot afford a party newspaper. 


“Newspapers are very expensive,” said Dr Mulder--who helped found THE CITI- 
ZEN with R32-million of government money. 


The NCP does however produce a monthly printed newsletter. 


Or Mulder said the party would get its message across despite the lack of 
Press support. 


“People no longer believe the Nationalist Press because it presents the 
point of view of the present leadership without question,” he said. 


lhe NCP was spending its finances on organizing--employing staff and start- 
ing up offices, with its headquarters in Verwoerdburg. 

Dr Mulder said the present NP leadership had "creu:ed ey>ectations among 
blacks and the outside world which, if they are not fulfilled, will lead 
to a strong reaction among blacks, and if they are fulfilled, will lead to 
a backlash from whites.”

With constant interjections from the NP benches, Mr Martin cited the ex- 
ample of Indians living in the central Grey Street complex in Durban, and 
asked where th< government expected them to exercise their political 
rights. 


He said that by asking for the legislation to be passed, Natal was trying 
to "get the noose off our necks." 


He was supported by Mr Peter Miller, the NRP MPC for South Coast, who said 
it was wrong for people to pay the same rates but not enjoy the vote. 


"It amounts to discrimination against the very people we earlier asked to 
help in the fight against terrorism," he said.

Most ‘“parailel” 
unions will be pre- 
pared to accept certain 
management conditions 
which will weaken the 
entire labour

Fosatu recently swit- 
ched its negative 
stance on the registra- 
tion of unregistered 
(black) unions. 

It agreed that its 
member unions should 
seck registration but 
on condition that thev 
be registered as non- 
racial in membership 
and control. 

Since the Govern- 


ment is opposed to 
“non-racial” trade 
unions except in spe- 
cial circumstances, the 
registration of Fosatu 
unions seems unlikely. 

“The so-called in- 
dependent unions are 
making things difficult 
for themselves instead 
of taking advantage 
of the opportunities 
opened to them,” says 
Mr Malherbe. 

“Tucsa also objects 
to legislative shortco- 
mings, but many of us 
believe we should take 
advantage of the con- 
cessions for the sake of 
black workers.”

@ “Employers are 
opposed to a prolifera- 
tion of trade unions 
and to racial polarisa- 
tion. They know that

@ “Employers want 
to deal with registered 
unions. They know 
that most ‘parallel’ 
unions will seek regis- 
tration in spite of 
shortcomings such as 
the Government's op- 
position to fully mixed 
trade unions.”

An American labour 
lawyer, Professor Wil- 
liam B Gould of Stan- 
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ford University, pro- 
vided some support for 
Fosatu’s arguments. 

Commenting on the 
post-Wiehahn situation 
after the most recent 
of his South African 
visits, he said a poten- 
tial existed in South 
Africa for the rise of 
‘‘paper unions” or 
“fronts” for other 
interests. 


He pointed out that 
provisions exist in the 
United States and Bri- 
tain for the withhold- 
ing of recognition from 
“company unions”.

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CAPE SEA ROUTE DEFENSE NO LONGER BARGAINING CHIP

[Text] South Africa should stop trying to impress the West with its 
stance as defender of the Cape sea route and concentrate instead on its 
position as a major su» plier of strategic raw materials, according to an 
article in MILITARIA, a respected Defense Force publication. 


MILITARIA, the official professional journal of the SADF, is produced by 
the Directorate Documentation Service SADF and contains analytical arti- 
cles written for professional military officers. 

The article "The West and the Cape Sea Route," was written by Candidate- 
Officer W. A. Dorning, who holds honors degrees in history and interna- 
tional relations from Rhodes University and Cambridge. He is a national 
serviceman serving at the directorate. 


Candidate-Officer Dorning called for a new evaluation of the Cape route's 
strategic importance to both South Africa and the West. If this was done, 
"much of the tension and atmosphere of recrimination presently afflicting 
South African relations with the West might be avoided. 


"The two parties might well be able to look forward to an era of more 
realistic, if less ambitious, cooperation, based on a real understanding 
of the issues at stake." 


While not disputing the importance of the Cape route to the West, he says 
that "the traffic around the Cape could not be disrupted short of trig- 
gering a major war involving the superpowers, and in the event of such a 
war...the use of nuclear weapons would render the defense of the Cape sea 
route quite irrelevant. 


"It is evident that Sovth Africa's policy in the first half of the decade 
of railing against the West for its neglect of the Cape sea route was al- 
ways likely to prove nonproductive. 


"Whether because it had carefully thought the issue out, or because it 


was guided by the dictates of political expediency, the West turned a deaf 
ear for all practical purposes to South Africa's warnings." 
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Apart from “good practical reasons" for South Africa's 1978 decision to no 
longer guard the Cape route for the West, a “more imporcant" factor was 
“probably the realization on South Africa's part that changing circumstances 
had altered the strategic position of the Cape sea route." 


This, however, did not mean South Africa had lost all political leverage 
on the West, Candidate Officer Dorning said. In any future conventional 
war the defense of the Cape sea route would still be “of paramount impor- 
tance," and it was directly connected with an even more important issue. 


If the Russians were to gain dominance over Southern Africa, this would be 
a threat not only to the Cape sea route, but also to the West's access to 
the area's vital raw materials and “in the long run this is a more impor- 
tant factor to the West than the safety of the Cape sea route. 


"South Africa is still as vitally important to the West as it has ever 
been, perhaps even more so, but for reasons not entirely connected with 
its pivotal position as regards the Cape sea route. It would therefore 
be to South Africa's advantage to abandon the Cape sea route card, and 
concentrate on its position as a major supplier of raw materials to the 
West. 


“Therein lies South Africa's real importance. There are encouraging signs 
that this shift in perception has already taken place."

for generators and tractors being used in the international Transglobe 
expedition which is circumnavigating the world via the South and North 
Poles.

A kerosene-type 
product was recommended to the explorers, but while it had a better low- 
temperature property, it lacked the lubricity needed for the protection 
of the fuel pumps. The fuel will be refined and blended at a Durban re- 
finery.

The biggest of these contracts was for 
20,000 tons of steelwork and was awarded to the company by Deutsche Bab- 
cock Ag of Oberhausen, West Germany--the main contractor for the steam 
generating plant. The order was for two additional boiler support struc- 
tures for the extensions to the steam generation plant at Sasol II, and 
for eight boiler structures for Sasol III.

AMIN ADMITS EATING HUMANS, VOWS TO RETURN

RE ae Ee PARIS , Sunday 
FROM his exile in Libya, deposed 
Uganda dictator Idi Amin Dada has told 
a French magazine reporter he has eaten 
human flesh, that he is complimented 
when compared to Adolph Hitler and 
that he tortured political enemies. 

The interview for Le Figaro was conducted by 
Demetrio Cagampan, who spoke with Amin for 
three hours and then was arrested by Libyan secret 
service agents after he left Amin’s residence. 

Cagampan, who also is a Philippines 

inessman, was kept in a military prison for 15 
days before he was allowed to leave the country. 

On the prospects of world peace, Amin said non- 
aggression could be attained only when ajl 
countries have the same strength. 

“I propose ing rid of conventional arma- 
ments and ing them with reasonably-priced 
atomic and bombs that would be dis- 
tributed equally t t the world,” he said. 
“Only when one nation fears another can mutual 
oa between nations be truly attained,” he 
said. . 

Amin denied he practised cannibalism, but said 
he had tasted human flesh. “The taste of human 
flesh surpasses all description.” he said. 

The toppled dictactor said he was captured by 
cannibals in Uganda while serving as a sergeant in 
the British army. 


"I was forced to eat human flesh with some of the other English soldiers," 
he said. 


On the subject of Hitler, Amin said he was not offended by the comparison. 
"It's a compliment in the sense that Hitler dominated the world despite 
his difficult start and a physical handicap," he said. I have nothing 
against Hitler because he wished to fight the war to unify Europe." 


Amin also was asked about Press reports detailing torture chambers found 
in his palace. 
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"They're true," he said. "Conforming to the laws of war, we had to kill 
several of my advisers who had collaborated with the enemy." 


Amin said the Press had overstated the amount of money he has in Swiss 
banks and chided them for the photographs they published of hin. 


“They always selected the worst photos which made me look like an over-fed 
monkey,” he said. 


"My face is the most beautiful face in the world. That's what my wives 
and mother told me and surely they are right." 


When asked about his future plans, Amin simply said, "I will retake Uganda.' 


He said he was waiting for the people to become disillusioned with the 
present government. 


"Believe me, I will return soon to liberate my country from the same 
colonizers that I chased out several years ago," he said. 


Amin said he managed to escape the country as Tanzanian forces and Ugandan 
rebels were closing in on him by dressing as a Tanzanian sergeant and flee- 
ing in a Tanzanian army jeep. 


"I asked some Tanzanian officers what Idi Amin Dada looked like. They 
answered that I was 2 meters tall and weighed 150 kilos. The exaggerations 
of the Western Press saved my life because my enemies were mistaken with 
regard to my physique," he added. 


He defended his role as a dictator, saying there was nothing wrong with a 
dictatorship. 


On money put away in Switzerland, Amin said: "To direct a country is like 


directing a private company. As a president I had a right to a bigger 
compensation, that's democratic."
